3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications, etc.:— The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters 
relating to the said post shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule. 

4. Disqualifications : — No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said post ; 

Provided I hat the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the olher party to the marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this 
rule. 

3, Powers to relax. — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for 
masons to be recorded in writing, and in consultation with Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of these rules 
with respect to any class or category of persons. 

6 . Savings : —Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for tho Scheduled Castes, 
the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time 
to lime in this regard,

G. S. R. 148.1 — The following draft of certain rules which 
the Central Government proposes to make in exercise of the 
powers conferred by Section 330 read with Section 457 of tho 
Merchant Shipping Act, 1958 (44 of 1958) and in supersession 
of the Indian Merchant Shipping (Timber Cargo) Rules, 1934, 
is hereby published, as required by section 330 of the said Act, 
for the information of all persons likely to be affected thereby 
and notice is hereby given that the said drift will be taken into 
consideration on or after the expiry of sixty days fro n the date 
of publication of this notification in tho Official Gazette. 

Any objection or suggestion which may be received from 
any person with respect to tho said draft before the expiry of 
the period so specified will be considered by the Central Govern- 
ment. 

DRAFT RULES 
PART I : PRELIMINARY 

1. Short title, commencement and application. — (1) Those 
rules may bo called the Merchant Shipping Dock Cargo (inclu- 
ding Timber Cargojl Rules, 1976. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of thoir publica- 
tion in tho Official Gazette, 

(3) They shall apply to:— 

(a) every Indian ship other than a ship of war, a fishing 
vessel or a pleasure yacht or a s tiling vessel, whorever 
it is; 

(b) every ship other than an Indian ship, not being a ship 
of war, a fishing vessol or a pleasure yacht while it Is at 
a port or place in India or within the territorial waters 
of India. 

2. Definitions. — In these rules unless the context otherwise 
requires : — - 

(a) “Deck Cargo” means cargo carried in any uncovered 
space on the deck of a ship ; 

(b) "Part” means a part of those rides; 

(c) “Timber Deck Cargo” means deck cargo consisting 

of Timber; 

(d) "Weather Deck” means the uppermost complete deck 
exposed to weather and sea; for this purpose any step- 
ped deck shall be t ikon to consist of the lowest line of 
that dock and the continuation of that line parallel to 
the upper part of that deck ; 

(e) The expressions "load line", “timber load line”, “stan- 

dard height of a superstructure", “superstructure", 
"weather tight” and “water tight” shall have the mea- 
nings respectively assigned to them in tho Merchant 
Shipping ‘Load line’ Rules, 197, 

PART II 

GENERAL REQUIREMENTS APPLICABLE TO ALL 
DECK CARGOES 

3. Application of requirements of Part 1 1. — The require nents 
set out in this Part shall, save as otherwise provided in Part III, 
apply in respect of all deck cargoes. 


4. Siting, distribution and stowage of Deck cargoes. — 
Dock cargoes shall be so distributed and stowed: — 

(1) as to avoid excessive loading having regard to the strength 
of tho deck and integral supporing structure of the ship; 

(2) as to ensure that the ship will retain adequate stability 
at all stages of the voyage having regard in particular to — 

(a) the vertical distribution of the deck cargo; 

(b) wind moments which may normally be oxpectcd on 
the voyago; 

(c) losses of weight in the shin, including in particular tnose 

due to the consumption of fuel and stores; and 

(3) as not to impair the we.Uhertight or watertight integrity 
of any part of tho ship or its fittings or appliances, and to ensure 
the proper protection of ventilators and air pipes; 

(4) that its height above the deck or any other part of the 
ship on which it stands will not interfere with tho navigation 
or/ working of the ship; 

(5) (hat it will not interfere with or obstruct access to the 
ship’s steering arrangements, including emergency steering 
arrangements; 

(6) that it will not interfere with or obstruct safe and efficient 
access by the crew to or between their quarter and any machi- 
nery space or other part of the ship used in the working of the 
ship, and will not in particular obstruct any opening giving 
access to those positions or impede its being readily secured 
woathertight. 

5. Securing of deck cargo.— Deck cargo shall be so secured 
as to ensure, as far as practicable, that there will be no move- 
ment of that cargo relative to I bo shin in the worst sea and weather 
conditions which may normally bo excepted on the voyage, 
and lashings and all fittings used for their attachment shall be of 
adequate strength for that purpose. 

6. Access: — (I) Except whore access for tho crew between 
thoir quarters and the machinery spaces and other parts of the 
ship used in the working of the ship is nrovided by means of a 
passage suitable for the purpose situated on or under the deck 
carrying the deck cargo, such access shall be provided by means 
of a walkway which complies with tho requirements of sub- 
rule (2), 

(2) The walkway shall be not less than 1 metre in width, 
and shall be fittod over tho deck cargo and effectively secured 
so as to provide safe and efficient access for the crew between the 
positions mentioned In saab-rule (I). It shall be fitted on each 
side with a set of efficient guard rails or guard wires not less than 
1 metre in height and consisting of not less than three courses 
of rails or wire9 supported by stanchions securely fitted to tho 
walkway at intervals not exceeding 1.5 metres. No opening 
in the guard rails or guard wires below the lowest course shall 
exceed 230 millimetres in height and no opening above that 
course shall exceed 380 millimetres in height,

far as compliance therewith would be Inconsistent with compli- 
ance with the requirements of the said Sections. 

Section A 

8. Application of Section A:— The requirements of this sec- 
tion shall apply in resooct of timber deck cargo carried in 
a ship which. — - 

(1) is not marked with timber load lines; or 

(2) is m irked with timber load lines, but is loaded to a depth 
less than that indicated by the load lines, which, if timber load 
lines were not marked, would be appropriate in the circums- 
tances. 
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9. Maximum hight of timber deck cargo. — Timber deck 
cargo carried by a ship within any area specified in column 1 
of the Schedule to these rules as a Winter Seasonal Area in rela- 
tion to that ship, during the period specified in relation to that 
area in column 2 of that Schedule as the Winter poriod for the ship, 
shall be so stowed that at no point throughout its length does 
the height of the timber deck cargo above the level of the weather 
deck at side exceed one third of the extreme breadth of the ship, 

10. Access — Where timber deck cargo occupies the whole 
or substantially the whole of the uncovered space on the deck 
of a ship, means of access for the crow between their quarter and 
the machinery spaces and other parts of the ship used in the 
working of the ship shall be provided in the form of a walkway 
fitted over the timber deck cargo and coraolying with the require- 
ments of sub-rule (2) of rule 6. Such walkway shall be provided 
notwithstanding that a passage on or under the deck as described 
in sub-rule (I) of rule 6 is also provided. 

11. Stowing and securing of timber deck cargo. — Timber 
deck cargo shall be compactly stowed and secured throughout 
its length by a system of overall lashings of adequate strength 
so as to ensure, as far as practicable, that there will he no move- 
ment of that cargo relative to the ship in the worst sea and 
weather conditions which may normally be expected on the 
voyage. Efficient arrangements for the release of lashings and 
fitting shall be provided and be so situated as to be readily 
accessible at all times. 

12. Uprights.— Tf the nature of the timber is such that upri- 
ghts are necessary in order to comply with the requirements of 
rule 11 uprights shall be fitted which are of sufficient strength 
for the purpose. They shall bo secured in position by angles or 
metal sockets of sufficient strength for the purpose or by equi- 
valent means and shall bo so spaced as to provided sufficient 
support taking into account the nature and length of the timber, 
so however that the space between any two uprights fore and 
aft shall not exceed 3 metres. 

Section B 

13. Application of Section B. — The requirements of this 
Section shall apply in respect of timber deck cargo carried by a 
ship which is marked with timber load lines and is loaded to a 
depth greater than that indicated by the load line which, if 
timber load lines were not marked, would be appropriate in the 
circumstances; and the requirements of Section A shall also 
apply in such a cases except in so far as compliance therewith 
would be inconsistent with compliance with the requirements of 
this Section. 

14. Stowage of timber deck cargo in relation to superstruc- 
tures.— (1) Timber deck cargo stowed in any well between 
superstructures shall be stowed as solidly as possible so as to 
extend over the entire available length of the well to a height 
not less than the standard height of a superstructure other than 
a raised quarter deck. 

(2) Timber deck cargo stowed in a position having a limi- 
ting superstructure at the forward end but no such superstructure 
at the after end shall be stowed so as to extend over the entire 
available length between the superstructure and the after ond of 
the aftermost hatchway, to the height and in the manner speci- 
fied in sub-rule (1). 

15. Securing of timber deck cargo.— (1) Timber deck cargo 
shall be efficiently secured throughout its length by independent 
overall lashings spaced not more than 3 metres anart save as 
otherwise provided in sub-rule (3). Eye plates for these lashings 
shall be efficiently attached to the sheer strake or to the dock 
stringer plate at intervals of not more thin 3 metres. Tho dis- 
tance from an end bulk-head of a superstructure to the first eve 
plate shall be not more than 2 metres. Where there is no bulk- 
head, eye plates and lashings shall be providod at distances of 

0.6 metres and 1 5 metres from the ends of the timber dock 
cargo. 

(21 Lashings shall be of not loss than 19 millimetres close 
link chain or of flexible wire rope of equivalent strength, fitted 
with slip books and turnbuckles so positioned as to be accessible 
at all times. Wire rope lashings shall have a length of long 
link chain sufficient to permit the length of lashings to be regula- 
ted. 

(3) When limber is in lengths less than 3.6 metres the spa- 
cing of the lashings shall be reduced or suitable provision made to 
suit the length of timbei.

G.S.R, 1484 . — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, and in supersession 
of the Tuticorin Harbour Project (Class III and Class TV posts) Recruitment Rules, 1968, in so far as they relate to the post of Junior 
Marine Surveyor, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to Group ‘C’ post of Junior Marine 
Surveyor in the Port of New Tuticorin under the Ministry of Shipping and Transport, namely: — 

1. Short title and commencement; — (1) These rules may be called the Port of New Tuticorin (Junior Marine Surveyor) Recruit- 
ment Rules, 1976. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazett:. 

2. Number of posts, Classification and scale of pay: — The number of the said post, its classification and the scale of pay attached 
thereto, shall be as specified in column 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit and qualifications, etc, ;The method of recruitment age limit, qualifications and other matters 
relating to the said post shall be as specified in columns 5 to 14 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

4. Disqualification; — No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax: — 'Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, and for 
reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving: — Nothing in these rules shall effect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for candidates belonging 
to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central 
Government from time to time in this regard.

G.S.R. 1489. — In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 63 of the Water (Prevention and Control of Pollution) 
Act, 1974 (6 of 1974) the Central Government after consulta- 
tion with the Central Board for the Prevention and Control 
of Water Pollution, hereby makes the following rules, to 
amend the Central Board for the Prevention and Control of 
Water Pollution (Procedure for Transaction of Business) 
Rules, 1973, namely : — 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Central Board for the 
Prevention and Control of Water Pollution (Procedure for 
Transaction of Business) Amendment Rules, 1976. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publica- 
tion in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Central Board for the Prevention and Control 
of Water Pollution (Procedure for Transaction of Business) 
Rules, 1975,— 

(1) in rule 3, — ■ 

(a) for sub-rule (6), the following sub-rule shall be substi- 
tuted, namely : — 

“(6)(a) The Central Board may adjourn its meetings 
from day to day or to any particular date. 

(b) Where a meeting of the Central Board is adjourn- 

ed from day to day, notice of such adjourned 
meeting shall be given to the Members available 
in the city, town or other place where the meet- 
ing which is adjourned is held, either by telephone 
or by special messenger and it shall not be neces- 
sary to give notice of the adjourned meeting to 
other Members, 

(c) Where a meeting of the Central Board is adjourn- 

ed not from day to day but from the day on which 
the meeting is held to another date, notice of such 
meeting shall be given to all the Members as 
provided in sub-rules (3) and (4).”; 

(b) sub-rule (7) shall be omitted; 

(2) in rule 6, for sub-rule (5), the following sub-rule shall 
be substituted, namely : — 

“(5)(a) Where a meeting of the Central Board is ad- 
journed under sub-rule (2) for want of quorum to 
the following day, notice of such adjourned meeting 
shall be given to the Members available in the 
city, town or other place where the meeting which 
is adjourned is held, either by telephone or by spe- 
cial messenger and it shall not be necessary to give 
notice of the adjourned meeting to other Members. 

(b) Where a meeting of the Central Board is adjourned 
under sub-rule (2) for want of quorum not to the 
following day but to another date, notice of such 
adjourned meeting shall be given to all the Members 
as provided In sub-rule (3) and (4).".

G.S.R. 1492. — In exercise of the powers conferred by sub- 
rule (I) of rule 8 of the Central Excise Rules, 1944, and in 
supersession of the notification of the Government of India 
in the Ministry of Finance (Department of Revenue and 
Insurance) No. 130/73-Central Excises, dated the 9th June, 
1973, the Central Government hereby exempts Nitrocellulose 
Lacquers [falling under Item No. 14 of the First Schedule 
to the Central Excises and Salt Act, 1944 (1 of 1944)], re- 
quired for coating cellophane with such Nitrocellulose Lac- 
quers so as to make such cellophane moisture proof, from so 
much of the duty of excise leviable on such Nitrocellulose 
Lacquers as is equivalent to the duty of excise on that quan- 
tity of such Nitrocellulose Lacquers as are equal to the quan- 
tity of the residue (that is to say the solvent left over after 
such coating, subject to the condition that such residue is used 
in the manufacture of such Nitrocellulose Lacquers.
